On that day it is the 
custom for the girls and boys who live on the 
d to accompany their parents into town. 
All wear holiday attire, and the young folk 
look forward to meeting each other and hav- 
mg a good time at the various amusements 
which go on all day. A good deal of match- 
making takes place, the respective merits and 
“ fortunes" of sons and daughters being dis- 
cussed by the old folk over refreshments. 
Some of the s thus betrothed meet for 
the first time at this fair, and the marriages 
which follow are usually happy. The dresses 
of the young women in search of husbands 
yenerally are most tasteful and attractive. 
Countrywomen nowadays are quite up-to-date 
in their ideas of dress, and require little in 
the way of tuition from their town-bred 


sisters. 
AGRICULTURE. | 

Inquiring into the state of the agricultural 
industry in this district at present, I gathered 
that farmers generally are likely to have a 
very bad winter. On low- ying lands it was 
found impossible to get the hay in safely. In 
Galway direction farmers were fortunate in 
getting their oats together in good condition, 
but in other parts of the county the grain 
was left over too long. Potatoes, although a 
good crop, are proving unsatisfactory in 
quality, many turning bad owing to the 
sodden state of the ground. 

The only redeeming factor in the situation 
is wool, which has advanced from ls, 9d. per 
lb. a couple of days ago to 2s. per lb. now. 
Much of this is for export, a considerable 
quantity being required for Germany. The 
quantity available is reported to be small. 

In connection with the agricultural show, 
Miss M. B. Corbett, Athenry, has been 
awarded the special prize for the best butter 
in a section of 58 exhibits. The Ballinasloe 
Show Society caters for the whole of Ros- 
common and Galway; the entries catalogued 
this year totalled 800. Of these about 300 
were dogs. I understand that it is the in- 
tention of the committee to revise the prize 
list next year, so as to include an industrial 
section. From my experience at other events 
I should say that such a section would 
well supported by way of entries, and also 
would attract a considerable gate. It prob- 
ably would prove most successful if “run” in 
conjunction with the second day’s pro- 
ceedings.

Sadleir, the surviving editor, is to be con- 
gratulated on the immense industry which 
he has displayed in annotating innumer- 
able entries. By consulting the unpub- 


lished registers of the King’s Inn, in 


Dublin, and the printed registers of some 


‘of the English Inns of Court he has been 


able greatly to augment the information in 
the Matticulation books. 

The preface does not set forth the exact 
number of entries, but it is clear that they 
exceed thirty thousand. Of these, as might 
be expected, the great majority deal with 
the sons of the landed and professional 
classes in Ireland; but a y propor- 
tion, even from the inning, were Eng- 
lish and Welsh. Dublin was easy of 
access by sea, with the result that boys 
came here from Lancashire, Cheshire, 
Yorkshire, Cumberland and many of the 
Welsh counties. This advent of English 
boys must have broadened the outlook of 
their fellow-students, and, no doubt, saved 
Trinity from provincialism. Some of the 
strangers settled in Ireland. George Hall, 
born in Northumberland, rose to Pro- 
vost and subsequently Bishop of Dromore, 
while Robert Hellen, born at Whitehaven, 
became a Judge of the Common Pleas. 

Of the Irish boys, numbers spread to the 
farthest corners of the earth. Even in the 
seventeenth century Roger Osborne became 
Governor of Montserrat, and William 
Biam Governor of Surtinam. Afterwards 
Hugh Drysdale was Liéutenant-Governor 
of Virginia and Charles Cosslett a Judge 
in North Carolina. More recently the 
Earl of Mayo was Viceroy of India and 
Viscount Monck Governor-Genera] of 
Canada. The immortal Burke, like his 
contemporary, Oliver Goldsmith, made his 
home in England. Among diplomats 
Trinity can boast some eminent names— 
the handsome and high-minded George, 
Earl Macartney, so distinguished in the 
East; Lord Robert FitzGerald, the man 
who, offering to resign his embassy at 
Copenhagen on hearing that Lord Edward 
was arrested, drew from George III. the 
reply, ‘‘ A good brother cannot be a bad 
Ambassador ’’; Viscount Strangford, the 
translator of Camoens, and Sir Thomas 
Wyse, British Ambassador at Athens. 
Nearly all the great Irish lawyers were 
Trinity men. There were not many on the 
English Bench; but Lord Chancellor 
Cairns, Sir James Willes and Sir Henry 
Keating, of the Common Pleas, Barons 
Martin and Huddleston, of the Exchequer, 
and Sir William Moreton, Recorder of 
London, were all remarkable. 

The first English bishop educated here 
was Edward Chandler, born in County 
Dublin, who held successively the Sees of 
Lichfield and Durham. The saintly 
Thomas Wilson was for almost ee 
years Bishop of Sodor and Man, a 
subsequently held by another Trinity man, 
Claudius Crigan, appointed in 1784. 
William Connor Magee, Bishop of Peter- 
borough, and for a short time Archbisho 
of York, entered Trinity Coll in 1835, 
aged fourteen. As regards Irish schools 
in the eighteenth century, Mr. Sadleir in 
his preface lays stress on the part played 
by Huguenots, such as Gruebere at 
Armagh, Dubourdieu at Lisburn and Lamy 
at Raphoe. He might have elly 
and Bonafous at Portarlington. 

From the time of Charles I.

Several times in other essays than that 
devoted to. Stevenson, Mr. Noyes comes 
back to him; and, perhaps, his book will 
mark a new phase in modern criticism, 
with a new value set on the singer who 
has been so much obscured by the story- 
teller. An excellent essay is that on 
“Shakespeare and the Sea’’—a theme 
naturally congenial to the author of 
“ Drake.” Mr. Noyes traces the influence 
of the sea, and the echo of its music, in 
many of the finest reaches of English 
poetry; and suggest that the surrounding 
waters have characterised the island 
literature. An essay on Wordsworth carries 
the modern mind back to that grave rever- 
ence which gives the older writer a 
solemnity and sublimity that now are 
but seldom touched. Writing on “ Accept- 
ances,’’ Mr. Noyes comes to the heart of 
the whole matter, and shows how the 
spiritual chaos of this century, with its 
new thoughts and higher thoughts, has 
robbed poetry of the very matter of its 
being—religion with its moral dignity, and 
civilisation with its refinements of the 
senses. 

'“I know,” Mr. Noyes says in con- 
clusion, ‘‘ of nothing sadder than the sight 
of the young trying to conceal the intel- 
lectual wounds that the elderly cynics have

THE. NICOBAR ISLANDS. 

The Nicobar Islands are really the top 
of the mountain range which forms the 
western watershed of the Irawaddy basin. 
The climate is exquisite, and the native 
has little inducement to work hard. His 
staying powers are extremely limited, ex- 
cept for the native dance, which he will 
keep up for as long as twenty-four hours.

1848, the Danes made several attempts to 
colonise here, and in 1869 the group was 
ceded to Britain. 

The local religion is one of devils and 
witch doctors, with the notion of a deity 
somewhere in the background. Huge 
feasts, usually of pig, are popular—some- 
times through religious motives, at other 
times simply through love of eating. The 
witch doctor influences the people to a great 
extent. The notion of devil-fighting is in- 
grained in the inhabitants and scare- 
devils—huge structures of branches and 
leaves—are erected to drive out the evil 
one. ose who are supposed to be 
affected by devils are often beaten badly 
for the purpose of hunting the evil spirit ; 
and a vessel equipped with ‘‘ scares” is 
launched on the sea now and then, laden 
with devils banished for all time. The 
author has included some interesting 
pictures in this account, which, because of 
its detail, must prove valuable to all who 
are engaged in reconstructing a common 

und for primitive beliefs and usages.

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IRELAND. 

It is good to-day to find that there is 
still an Irishman who has a kind word 
for Ireland. Mr. Gwynn is writing for 
the outside world rather than for his own 
people, and, with excellent discretion, has 
adopted a judicial detachment. As a 
result, however, the writing is divested of 
much of the author’s distinctive person- 
ality. Every aspect of Irish life is 
touched. The limitations of our social 
system, the rural idea that the family land 
should be worked, no matter at what sacri. 
fice to the new generation, our politics, 
our history, our art—all are discussed. An 
excellent aeroplane view of the country in 
its topographical aspect is a novel feature, 
and Mr. Gwynn shows what many fail to 
realise—the disadvantages of our yeo- 
graphical position and contour, side by 
side with their natural advantages. Here 
and there a suggestion is put forward, 
mildly enough. A fusion of the higher 
educational establishments in Dublin 
would make for more efficiency. This is 
the purely constructive side of the work. 

One of the most interesting chapters is 
that which deals with the Gaelic move- 
ment. The old tongue, with its wealth of 
imagery and metaphor, is described. Then 
the author halts, perhaps shrinking from 
the inference; for, if Irish is ever spoken 
again, it will lack almost every trace of 
its dearest and most characteristic 
features. The new speakers are learners 
who have learned from learners seldom 
capable of thinking in the language, and 
never enjoying that control which nature 
vouchsafes only to those born to the tongue. 
If ever any language other than English 
is spoken in this country, it wil] be a 
speech full of English words slightly 
altered, minus the Irish idiom—something 
colourless, lacking personality. Here and 
there in the book are slight errors. Mr.

McGlusky is a figure of enormous gusto—a 
giant powerful in word and deed, His ad- 
ventures recall Captain Kettle’s, but he is a 
more robust figure than that little spitfire of 
Mr. Cutcliffe Hyne’s imagination. He arrives 
aboard the old ship Sea Lion in the first 
paragraph of the present tale, an escaping 
stowaway. He is gashed from the head to 
foot with knife wounds inflicted, no doubt, in 
another volume. He orders the nigger who 
is hosing the deck with salt water to turn the 
hose on his gaping flesh, and stands there, a 
naked giant, to be pickled. That is the sort 
of McGlusky—a Spartan from Scotland; and 
it is not to be marvelled at that he is soon at 
loggetheads with that cut-throat skipper, 
Firpo Jean Mazarin, the “old man ” of the 
Sea Lion. Fortune and the firm hand of Mr.

The Way of Peace. 


‘The Labour Government has accepted 
the challenge of the two older parties with 
speed and spirit. Yesterday morning Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald saw the King; last 
night the Imperial Parliament was dis- 
solved, and a new British Government will 
be in office in the first week of November. 
The nominations for the general election 
will be made on the 18th instant and the 
election will be held on the 20th instant. 
Mr. Macdonald’s promptitude is inspired 
in part by anxiety to get the general elec- 


of Parliament has been brought to an 
abrupt conclusion, but in one very im- 
portant matter the Labour Government 
can claim that it has honoured its pledges 
to the full. It has kept scrupulous faith 
with the Irish Free State; for on the very 
day when Parliament was dissolved the 
Boundary Bill received the Royal Assent; 
and it is now the law of England. Lord 
Carson did not persist with his wrecking 
amendment in Committee, and _yester- 
day afternoon the Bill was hurried 
through its last stages in the House of 
Lords. It has become law without amend- 
ment, since the preamble that the Lords 
adopted is merely an expression of opinion, 
which the Boundary Comniissioners will 
be free to ignore. We may assume that 
the British Government will make no 
delay in the appointment of the Commis- 
sioner who will represent the interests of 
Northern Ireland. ‘Within a fortnight 
from now the Oireachtas will have ratified 
the Bill, and the Commission will be ready 
to begin its work. 

A truly critical moment has been 
reached in Irish affairs. If the Irish 
people are to be saved from incalculable 
misfortune, they must be their own 
saviours; and inaction now may leave 
them helpless a few weeks hence. We have 
not ceased to urge that the Boundary Com- 
mission not only can settle nothing, but 
must nullify whatever good and construc- 
tive work has been done in Ireland during 
the last two years. Nobody has tried to 
refute our arguments; for, alas! they are 
irrefutable. Peace and co-operation can 
be secured only by direct conference 
between the leaders of the two Irish States. 
Neither has anything to lose from such 
| conference—Sir James Craig has a resolute 
folk behind him and President Cosgrave 
has brought home his Boundary Commis- 
sion—but both have everything to gain. Of 
course, the value of conference has been 
recognised by every sane Irishman for a 
long time; but when the Primate recalled 
this fact at Armagh yesterday, and in- 
sisted upon Sir James Craig’s frequent ex- 
pression of willingness to confer, he was 
begging the vital question. Hitherto all 
conference has failed because it was condi- 
tional, and all conditional conferences 
must continue to fail. We do not ask Sir 
James Craig and: Mr. Cosgrave to make 
any initial surrender of their principles 
or policies; but we do ask them to 
confer once more on the assumption, for 
the time being, that the whole matter is 
absolutely open. We invite each. to ex- 
plore the other’s mind in a spirit of good- 
will; we invite them to be utterly candid 
with each other. Let us suppose that 
President Oosgrave should begin such a

Denmark’s Example. 


On Wednesday afternoon M. Ras- 
mussen, Minister for Defence, introduced 
the Danish Disarmament Bill in the 
Folkething. The terms of this Bill already 
have been published, and they constitute a 
unique document. If the Bil] is passed, 
Denmark’s armed forces virtually will dis- 
appear. Army and Navy alike will be 
abolished. The Ministries for War and 
the Marine will cease to exist, while there 
will be also an end to military service in 
the country. All fortifications will be 
dismantled. Workshops and factories which 
hitherto have been used for the manu- 
facture of armaments will be transformed 
into civil concerns under State control, and 
Denmark will become, to all intents and 
purposes, the only nation in the world with- 
out an organised fighting force. Naturally, 
Customs frontiers must have guards of 
some kind, and civil order must be pre- 
served. To these ends Denmark proposes 
to establish a corps of guards which will 
be a non-military organisation and will 
act merely as an auxiliary body to the 
ordinary police. It is a great experiment. 
The Danish Government argues, as we 
think, very soundly, that a country of Den- 
mark’s «ize and resources neither needs 
nor can afford to maintain fighting forces. 
In the event of a war she would be unable 
to defend herself—effectively at any rate— 
and inevitably would be made a catspaw 
for this or that great Power. To reduce 
her existing army and navy would serve 
no useful purpose, Accordingly, she has 
decided to do away with them altogether, 
thereby ridding herself of a costly incubus 
and withdrawing herself completely from 
that sphere of international politics in 
which the worth of a-nation is gauged by 
the number of bayonets that “it can place 
in the field. In all probability the Dis- 
armament Bill will pass through the 
Folkething—which corresponds to the Free 
State Dail—without much difficulty, but a 
certain amount. of opposition is expected 
in the Upper House, or Landthing. The 
Socialist-Liberal bloc, however, is deter- 
mined to secure its passage into law, and 
there is not much doubt that it will be 
successful. Denmark, not for the first 
time, has set a wonderful example to the 
world. While Europe’s great statesmen 
have been talking disarmament at Geneva, 
thia little nation, which hardly counts in 
the reckonings of the mandarins, has been 
putting them all to shame. Indeed, it is 
an open secret that Geneva does not 
approve at all of Danish methods, which 


it is inclined to regard as crude and pre- | 


mature. They are the only methods. Talk 
about disarmament leads nowhither. Some- 
body must make a start, and now that the 
Danes have taken definite action, the 
sincerity of the other European peoples 
will be put to a severe test. Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia; Rumania, 
Greece and a dozen other little States 
throughout the Continent are striving to 
maintain armed forces which they cannot 
afford, solely for the purpose of obeying 
the behests of their lords and masters 
among the big Powers. These forces are 
extremely dangerous; for the threat of 
war is implicit in the very existence 
of armed men. Before there can be 
any hope of the eradication of the war 
habit there must be a wholesale abolition 
of little armies. Then, perhaps, the big 
armies will begin to disappear. In the 
meanwhile, Denmark’s example ought to be 
studied carefully by. every country in 


Europe, and we hope that the time is not |. 


far distant when the Free State will be in 
a position to follow it. 


The Fiji Islands. 


To-day the fiitieth anniversary of the 
cession of the Fiji Islands to Great Britain 
will be celebrated on an extensive scale 
in the Colony. The islands were ceded 
voluntarily by the King and his chiefs in 
1874, as a protective measure against the 
encroachments of undesirable adventurers. 
Of the 250 islands which comprise the 
Fiji group some eighty are inhabited. 
Their total area is seven thousand square 
miles, and the largest island, Viti Levu, 
has an area of slightly over four thousand 
square miles. The latest census figures 
give the population as 157,266, of whom 
nearly four thousand are Europeans. In 
former days the Fiji Islands had a bad 
reputation for cannibalism, which was 
practised freely; but through the activities 
of Christian missions this practice is now 
virtually extinct. Most of the native 
population have been won over to the 
Christian faith. Methodists are in the 
majority, owing to the activity of 
Wesleyan missions. to the islands; but 
there are also some eleven thousand 
Roman Catholics. Since Fiji became a

. City Managers. 

The United States is responsible for an 
interesting experiment in local government 
which is well worthy of attention in this 
country. The principle of the scheme is, 
in effect, the application of business 
methods to the task of managing cities. 
A city council is elected, usually by pro- 
portional representation, and this body 
corresponds to the board of directors of a 
business firm. The city councillors elec* 
a city manager, who is responsible to them 
for results, and holds office only so long 
as they are satisfied with his work. In 
this manner the whole management of the 
city’s affairs is placed on a business foot- 
ing, and its efficiency and economy can 
be checked as in the case of a joint stoc. 
company. The citizens are in the position 
of shareholders and their manager has the 
powers and responsibilities of a chairman 
of directors. His sole qualification is the 
ability to “ get results.’ Under this 
system politics are divorced from local 
government, and much of the ‘‘ wire-pul!- 
ing ” which took place in the old days is 
abolished. The plan was tried first in 
1908 at Staunton, Virginia, and has gained 
ground steadily since that date. Dayton, 
Ohio, adopted the system after the floods 
of 1913, and in the following eleven years 
the number of towns under the control of 
managers rose from eight to more than 
three hundred. Up to the present, how- 
ever, ti.e plan has not been tried in many 
big cities, and more experience is needed 
before judgment can be passed safely on 
its practical merits.

The Earldom of 
Balearres was conferred at a much later date, 
and in 1826 the Barony of Wigan gave the 
holder a seat in the House of Lords. The 
present peer was for some time private 
secretary to the Right Hon. Gerald Balfour, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, and has held 
many Government posts. During the late war 
he served with the Royal Army Medical 
Corps in France. By his marriage with the 
younger doughter of Sir Henry C. Pelly, 
M.P.. third baronet. he has two sons and six 
daughters. The heir, Lord Balneil, will be 
twenty-four at the end of next month.

My Government have renewed diplomatic 
relations with the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics, and have concluded with the 
Government of the Union the two Treaties 
which have been laid before you. ‘These 
Treaties have for their object the re-establish- 
ment of political and commercial] ties between 
Great Britain and Russia as a necessary ele- 
ment in the general pacification and economic 
reconstruction of Europe. 

Under the terms of the Treaty the ques- 
tion of the frontier between ‘Turkey and 
Iraq has been referred to the Council of the 
League of Nations, who have decided to 
appoint a Special Commission to report to 
them on the matter. Pending a final settle- 
ment, both pasties have undertaken to main- 
tain the status quo on the frontier. 

I regret that, as explained in a paper 
recently laid before you, the informal discus- 
sions with the Prime Minister of Egypt did 
not lead to negotiations which might have 
resuited in the conclusion of a satisfactory 
agreement.

EARLY POLLING DATE 
CRITICISED,

LONDON, Thersday Night. 

Mr. Macdonald has succeeded in im- 
pressing all politicians with his hustling 
methods of electioneering. The other 
parties profess to.see in his fixing of the 
polling date as early as October 29th a 
desire to limit as much as possible their 
opportunities to attack the Government in 
the country. 

Mr. Lloyd George’s friends say that it is 
a device to prevent Mr, Lloyd George from 
carrying out an extensive campaign such 
as was intended, and indeed it has already 
led to the ex-Premier cancelling a tour in 
the North of Scotland. 

The Liberals have arranged a great 
London meeting for the Queen’s Hall next 
Tuesday afternoon, when Mr. Asquith, Mr 
Lloyd George and Sir John Simon wil] 
speak. Labour also has shown that it 
means to make the most of its case for 
alleging that the election has been forced 
upon the Government. 

The other parties do not attach great 
importance to this. They point out that 
Mr. Macdonald could have avoided the 


election by bowing to the will of the House, | 


and that he has shown that he deliberately 
rode for a fall. 

The election, whatever the Government 
may try to make it in the election mani- 
festo which the Cabinet are meeting to 
approve to-morrow, will turn largely, it 
appears, on the question of unemployment, 
housing, and the rise in the cost of living. 
(mn all these points Labour will be calle] 
upon to defend themselves against charges 
of failure. 

It is too early to predict what the result 
will be, but so far the impression is very 
strong that Labour will not increase on 
1ts present representation, and that the 
Unionists will score most heavily. 

Labour is confident of winning thirty 
Liberal’ seats, and the Unionists also ex- 
pect to win, perhaps, as many from the 
Liberals, and a number from Labour. 

The Liberals themselves do not see why 
they should not come out of the election 
as well as the other parties. A vere 
probable result is believed to be a state of 
affairs in which the Liberals would hold 
the balance. | 

In some quarters an _ independent 
Unionist majority is regarded as possible ; 
but no one at this stage believes in an 
independent Labour majority. It is very 
noticeable that Mr. Macdonald and many 
of his followers dislike the Liberals more 
intensely than they dislike the Unionists. 
One expression of this will be the great 
effort to oust Mr. Asquith. 

“ Even if Mr. Asquith goes,” says an 
official Liberal, “ it does not mean the end 
of Liberalism, but our information is that 
Mr. Asquith will be able to hold his seat.”

BY LORD CARSON. 


The Irish Boundary Bill received the 
Royal Assent yesterday. ye 

As was anticipated, the remaining stages 
of the bill in the House of Lords did not 
last long. i 

Lord Carson, on the Committee stage, 
moved an amendment to the effect, that the 
measure should not become effective until 
it had been passed by the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland. Describing the amend- 
ment as “most reasonable,’ he. argued | 
that Parliament, having established the 
Parliament of Northern Ireland, had no 
right to alter the area over which it has 
jurisdiction without its consent, and chat 
the proposal in the bill was intolerable. 

He warned the House that, while the 
boundary question could be settled by 
agreement, it never could be settled by 
coercion. 

It was obvious that the amendment was 
inconsistent’ with the course which the 
House took on the second. reading debate, 
and that, if it had been pressed to a‘divi- 
sion, it would not have been carried. 
Remarking, therefore, that he had made 
his protest, and that the records of the 
House would show for all time that his 
arguments had not been answered, Lord 
Carson withdrew the amendment, and the 
bill passed through Committee. .

LONDON PAPER’S COMMENT. 


It is difficult exactly to understand the line 
the House of Lords has taken with regard 
to the Irish Bill, says the Westminster 
Gazette.  1t tacked on to the second reading 
of the bill a declaratory expression of opinion 
to the effect that Article 12 of the Irish 
Treaty contemplated “ nothing more than a 
readjustment of boundaries between Northern 
Ireland and the Free State.” Lord Salis- 
bury explained that this was an expression of 
opinion, and admitted that it would not have 
legislative force. At what point does a “ re- 
adjustment of boundaries’’ cease and a 
‘**transfer of territory ” begin? The problem 
would, baffle a Solomon, and it is not.in the 
least Improbable that when the Commission 
reports we shall find both sides arguing that 
it has taken the wrong legal view of its 
functions. The real function of the Com- 
mission is not a legal one at all. It is not 
being constituted to interpret a will and 
divide a property accordingly. Its function 
is the practical and human one of discovering 
how two communities, indissolubly connected, 
but temperamentally opposed, are to live side 
hy side with the minimum of friction. And 
its terms of reference are admirably suited to 
the purpose.

BILL FOR ABOLITION OF THE 
ARMY AND NAVY. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Ovr Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
COPENHAGEN, Thursday. 

The Danish Minister for Defence has laid 
before the Lower House: the Government's 
Disarmament Bill, which, if adopted, wil! 
abolish the Army and Navy, the Ministries 
of War and Marine, and will end the military 
service law. 

The bill also proposes to dismantle all forti- 
fications and to hand over all military worke 
and factories to the civil powers. 

Instead of the existing Army there will be 
established a Corps of Guards to assist the 
Customs officials on the frontier and at Danish 
ports, while only a few vessels are to be main- 
tained to protect Danish interests in territorial 
waters. 

There will be no organised force to meet 
foreign aggression. 


Later. 

The Danish War Minister, M. Aasmussen, 
states that the Government’s Disarmament 
Bill will, if passed, result in the destruction 
of all the present fortifications, the sending 
home of all the present strength in the Navy 
and Army, and the handing over of all 
military works and factories to the civil 
authorities. 

The new bill provides that a Guards Corps 
and a Navy Corps shall be established in 
place of the existing Navy and Army, with 
which Denmark, the War Minister asserts, 
will be, able to fulfil its international obliga- 
tions. 

The new Guards Corps will be placed under 
the care of one of the Ministers of State, 
who will be regarded as a Generalissimo. 
Each year eight hundred men will be volun- 
tarily enlisted for the Guards Corps, and 
will receivé training for six months, after 
which they will be at the disposition for de- 
fence purposes of the Minister for twelve 
years, Eventually there will be seven 
thousand of these volunteers, and their 
yearly cost is estimated at 5,600,000 kroner 
(about £220,000 at present rate of exchange). 

The new proposed Navy Corps will only 
consist of three hundred and fifty men, in 
addition to . officers, aviators, and 
mechanicians. The Navy Corps’ duties will 
include the inspection of the fishery grounds 
in territorial waters, and wil] cost annually, 
approximately, 6,000,000 kroner (£240,000).

THREE YEARS’ . FIGURES. 


The report is as follows :— 

The Committee have investigated the 
statements and articles published in the Press 
to the effect— 

(1) that there has been a considerable 
diversion, via Belfast, of cattle traffic 
to Great Britain; and 

(2) that cheaper rates prevail via Belfast 
than via Dublin. 

With regard to the first allegation, the 

Committee find— | 

(a) that of the cattle shipments through 
the Ports of Dublin and Belfast, taking 
the first nine months of each of the 
years 1921, 1922 and 1924 [the year 
1923 is excluded owing to the strike in 
the Port of Dublin of ‘that year], the 
‘percentage export of cattle through 

ublin has increased, whereas it has 
diminished through the Port of Belfast, 
as is shown from the following table—

by comparison with previous 
years (excluding 1923), the cattle ex- 
port trade via Dublin is not diminish- 
ing. The information in this and in 
the preceding paragraph is to be 
deduced from the published statistics 
as to the export of cattle ria the two 
ports ; 
that, by reason of the recent imposi- 
tion by the steamship companies of an 
additional charge to cover the expenses 
involved in complying with the order 
of the Minister of Agriculture imposed 
on them as to feeding cattle passing 
through their hands, and of a further 
additional charge for pens, there has 
been a limited diversion to Belfast of 
cattle for Glasgow. 

With regard to the second allegation, the 
Committee find— 

(a) that for cattle whose natural route 
would be through t¢hjs port, the cost 
of transit via Dublin, except in very 
exceptional cases, is not more than the 
cost of transit ria. Belfast ; 

(b) that in most cases, including all fat 
cattle, the cost via Dublin is less than 
via Belfast. 

To summarise, the Committee are satisfied 
that the diversion of cattle traffic via Belfast 
is not due to any cheaper rates prevailing or 
better facilities afforded by that route, but 
to the action of some few live stock exporters 
who are sending their traffic via Belfast by 
way of protest against the new charges im- 
posed.

Leonard said that anything which 
injuriously affect’ the cattle trade 
would injuriously affect the Board, and 
owing to some statements which appeared 
in the Press he went into the matter of 
freights from Dublin direct and via Belfast 
to Glasgow, and he found that at present, 
if they sent eight fat cattle to Glasgow via 
Belfast, the cost would be £1 5s. 9d. more 
than if they were sent via Dublin. Those 
were facts which the Board should know. 
He had also’gone into the question of the 
freight of store cattle, and, of course, they 
could pack more of these animals 
mito a wagon than of fat cattle. 
They could get fourteen store cattle 
into a wagon for Belfast, but after 
Belfast the steamship companies charged 
not only the excess of 2s per head, but they 
also debited the Great Northern Railway with 
a percentage of the cost of the wagon, as if 
they were sent in a large wagon. When these 
extra charges were added together he found 
that instead of a profit of £2 15s. 1d. by send- 
ing fifteen cattle via Belfast—as was men- 
tioned—there was an actual loss of £2 Os, 6d. 

Mr. William Field said that it was their 
duty to show that they could carry live stock 
as cheaply and expeditiously as they could be 
conveyed via Belfast; and he asserted that 
the facilities at Dublin were superior to those 
at Belfast. He understood that the Glasgow 
boats were full that dav, and that the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company were 
sending out two extra boats. That showed 
that the Dublin port was not losing traffic, 
but was gaining. 

Mr. Ede said that if there was anything 
whatever in the charge that the Port of 
Dublin was not providing ample facilities, 
how was it that the percentage of exports 
was increasing in Dublin, while they were de- 
creasing in Belfast?

THE ELECTIONS. 


MR. MACDONALD’S 
CHOICE. 


The Times, in a leading article upon the 
general election, observes :—'he date chosen 
is somewhat earlier than was expected, but 
as the country is to be forced into an elec- 
tion for the third year in succession at this 
particularly undesirable and inconvenient sea- 
son, it ‘is probably better to have the con- 
test over as speedily as possible. 

In an electioneering harangue to the Labour 
Conference . yesterday, the Prime Minister 
freely repeated the charge he had made in the 
House, that the Opposition had deliberately 
precipitated the election from considerations 
of party tactics,on what they knew to be 
“a trumpery affair.’’. The Campbell case was 
a cloak, an excuse—a torn cloak and a thread- 
bare excuse—which he and his friends 
had shattered in debate. The Opposition 
knew that they were doing wrong, they 
knew that an election was . inevitable— 
yet they persevered in their unfair and un- 
reasonable resolve to have this question 
affecting the administration of the law made 
a subject of inquiry by a competent and im- 
partial tribunal of some kind. They refused 
to let the matter be hushed up, as Mr. Mac- 
donald and his colleagues wished them to do, 
and the Prime Minister brands their refusal 
as a resort to mean party tactics. The elec- 
torate will judge. Mr. Baldwin, who spoke 
with conspicuous fairness in the debate, de- 
clared that, in his view, the admissions of 
the Government themselves were quite suffi- 
cient to show that the political considerations 
which the Prime Minister had so earnestly 
deprecated had, in fact, ‘‘ played their part 
in this affair.” ‘That will probably be the 
conclusion of unprejudiced minds on the 
case as it stands, 

The truth is that no Government in a 
minority can remain in office under the three- 
party system unless it refrains from outraging 
views. strongly held by both the Oppositions, 
and that the Labour Government has outraged 
the convictions of both the old parties by its 
refusal to investigate an alleged maladminstra- 
tion of justice caused by political influence 
and for party. purposes. - Mr. Macdonald. in 
his first speech on taking office, laid down the 
principles on which such a Government should 
act, and without observing which it cannot 
hope to act for long, with great clearness. He 
accepted, he said, the responsibilities of a 
minority, and he claimed the privileges that 
attached to those responsibilities, The had 
been abundantly and generous!y accorded to 
him by ‘the old parties, as more than 
once. he has himself thankfully acknow- 
ledged; but _ the responsibilities of his 
peculiar position remain. He violated 
them in the conclusion of the 
Bolshevist treaties against what he knew 
to be the fixed opinions of both Opposi- 
tions. When they protested he threatened 
to appeal to the platforms, as he threatens 
again to-day. He violated those same 
opinions on a subject which Conservatives 
and Liberals, with the immense majority of 
all classes out of doors, justly regard as par- 
ticularly sacred, when he made up his mind to 
furce an election, rather than sanction inquiry 
of any sort into the Campbell case. It is 
childish of him to complain that in these cir- 
cumstances the old parties would not sacrifice 
their convictions to his anxie@ for silence. 
Mr, Macdonild had a choice between 
acquiescence in the just and reasonable de- 
mand of two-thirds of the House for inquiry 
into a matter of the highest importance to 
his fellow-subjects, and driving them into an 
unnecessary election. Hé has chosen to 
furce the election. He cannot, with reason 
or with honour, seek to shuffle out of this re- 
sponsibility, and endeavour to transfer it to 
the shoulders of the Oppositions. They gave 
him the fullest opportunity to escape. He 
refused to take it.

THE £1,000,000 SCHEME, 


Sensational schemes for providing millions 
for Irish industry have sometimes so con- 
ey failéd to miaterialise—as notably 
the £150,000,000 housing scheme of 1919— 
that care has te be exercised in accepting 
statements as to the new projects, says the 
Financial News. 

A scheme of more modest and, therefore, 
more credible, proportions than that of. 1919, 
is, however, now announced. It is said that 
a huge scheme is to he put into force for the 
development oí Irish faheries, and that a 
company with an initial capital of £1,000,000— 
all of which thas been underwritten in 
America—is. being formed for the purpose. 
The promoters claim that they have a back- 
ing of a further £5,000,000, or even more, if 
required. All the directors are to be Irish- 
men. The scheme includes the taking over 
of the entire fishing industry of lreland, and 
the co-operation of the Ministry of Fisheries 
is to be sought, it being even suggested that 
the Ministry should have an official on each 
boat, paid by the company, authorised to 
make arrests, etc.

. BELFAST, Thursday. 

The *‘* Copec ” Continuation Committee 
for Belfast and District met this morning 
in Belfast for the purpose of discussing 
| detailed arrangements for a conference of 
the movement in the city on the 4th and 
5th November. The Committee’s attention 
was drawn by one of the members to a 
leading article in the Irish. Times on Mon. 
day, October 6th, on the relation of the 
Christian Churches to the boundary ques- 
tion, particularly the passage :— 

“We are convinced that the Irish people, 
in North and South, would welcome with 
profound gratitude a joint appeal from the 
Churches to the two Irish Governments. We 
are convinced also that such an appeal 
would create instantly a public demand for 
conference and compromise which neither 
Government could venture — even if it 
should wish—to ignore. The moment for a 
mobilisation of all the forces of peace will 
have arrived when the Boundary Bill 
becomes British law. Is there a bishop in 
the Free State who, like that Argentine 
bishop, will speak the first word; and is 
there a bishop in Northern Ireland who, 
like that Chilean bishop, will take up the 
message ?"’ 

The Committee felt themselves in complete 
agreement with the spirit of this leading 
article, and passed unanimously the following 
resolution :— - 

“ This meeting gives its whole-hearted 
support to the recommendations made in an 
Irish limes leading article on October 6th— 
that a joint appeal, in the name of Christ, 
for peace. should be made by the Churches 
to the two Irish Governments and to the 
Irish people, and is of opinion that the time 
has come for a mobilisation of all the 
Christian forces in Ireland if disaster to 
the cause to which they profess adhesion 
is to be averted. Furthermore, this Com- 
mittee thinks that meetings should be held 
forthwith io Northern Ireland and in the 
Free State, with a view to the creation of 
a public demand for conference between 
North and South, in the interests of both.” 
[*The ‘ Copec” movement has been 

organised for the application of Christianity 
to the whole social order, and the word 
‘“Copec’’ is derived from the initial letters 
of the movement’s motto: ‘‘ Christian Order 
in Politics, Economy and Citizenship.” The 
movement is not officially identified with any 
particular Church, and in Belfast it has many 
members of different denominations. } 


ONLY WAY TO PEACE. 


DISCUSSION BETWEEN TWO 
GOVERNMENTS. 


Addressing the annual meeting of the 
Armagh Dhocesan Synod yesterday, the 
Primate (Most Rev. Dr. D’Arey) said:—“ A 
recent vote in the Imperial Parliament altered 
the Irish Treaty in a way which seems pre- 
judicial to the interests of Ulster. It is 
certainly hoped in some quatters that this 
change will have the effect of upsetting the 
arrangements made in 1920, by which six 
counties were definitely assigned to the Ulster 
Government. As the outcome of all this, 
there is, it is clear, a possibility of another 
period of anarchy. The apple of discord has 
again been thrown into Irish affairs. . 

‘Now, from the time that this ACT ve Í 
loomed in sight, many of us have been plead- 
ing for a settlement of the boundary question, 
by consultation and discussion between the 
two Irish Governments. Last May, at the 
meeting of the General Synod, I put this for- 
ward as the only way of peace; and I felt 
then that what I said at that time expressed 
tl.s mind and heart of our people. The truth 
is that everyone in Ireland knows in his 
heart that this is the only way of settlement. 
(Applause. ) 

‘Nor can I stress this point without re- 
ferring to the fact that all along our Prime 
Minister, Sir James Craig, has been holding 
out his hand in invitation to such a _ con- 
ference. He has ever expressed his willing- 
ness to enter into discussion on the question, 
And here let me say that the people of 
Northern Ireland have reason to feel the 
utmost confidence in their leaders, and par- 
ticularly in their Prime Minister. (Applause. } 
With almost unexampled wisdom and 
strength we have been led through times ef 
appalling difficulty and dangers; and the 
stout heart and sagacious mind of our Prime 
Minister have never failed us, (Applause.) 
God bless him and guide him in this fresh 
danger! We are thankful that. his health 
has been restored. : 

“For my part, I believe that the good 
hand of our God has been with us in our 
times of trial, giving us leaders worthy of 
our utmost confidence, and saving us time 
and again when the outlook seemed the 
blackest which could confront any people. 
And not only have we been led through these 
times of dreadful anxietv, but our Govern- 
ment can show a record of actual accom- 
plishment which can hardly be equailed. 
(Applause. ) 

“ You have read, I am sure, the recently 
published statement. Note the amount of 
real constructive work which has been done, 
a'd how wisely and successfully the problem 
of unemployment has been dealt with. It is 
a splendid record. 

‘Considering all these things, it appears 
to me that we have reason to face the pre- 
sent danger with confidence. (Applause. ) 
Trust vour leaders: give them your whole- 
hearted support. Above all, pray earnestly 
for the blessing of God upon them; and you 
need have no fear that, by faith and stead- 
fast courage, we shall be carried once again 
through the time of trial. (Applause.) 

“ And while. we thus consider our own 
position here, we cannot forget our people 
in the South. For them also let us pray 
t»> wav of peace and righteous settle- 
ment may be made clear, and that our 
tortured land may escape further agonies. 
It behoves us all at this time to think and 
pray, not for ourselves alone, but for this 
whole land and for all its people.” (Ap- 
plause. )

WHAT IS MOST NEEDED IN 


PUBLIC LIFE. 


The following letter, signed by the clergy 
of different denominations in Carrickfergus, 
Co. Antrim, will appear in The Witness, the 
organ of Trish Presbyterianism, this week :— 

‘‘Srn,.—Seome years ago ministers of re 
ligion resident in Carrickfergus were per 
mitted, through the courtesy of the Press, 
to make an appeal which was on a

not find it necessary to detain them at. any 
ength now. The amendment was simply this: 
e bill proposed to enable certain Commis- 
pers to interfere with the territory grantea 
the Northern Parliament by the Act of 
lt was very properly provided that the bill 
ould not become law till it had been con- 
med by the Parliament of the Irish Free 
That, of course, was quite correct, 
because the Imperial Parliament should not 
imierfere with what the Free State did with- 
mit their consent. But what he conld not 
understand was why the Imperial Parliament 
should assume the right to go behind the 
back of the Ulster people, without consulta- 
n or even without saying what’ was going 
and enter into an agreement which might 
have most disastroys consequences in the 
territories which had been entrusted to the 
care of the Parliament of Northern Ireland. 


REASON FOR AMENDMENT. 

The original Treaty was entered into behind 

| back of Northern Ireland. When 
Northern Ireland refused to appoint a Com- 
missioner this bill was brought in to compel 
Northern Ireland to have a representative on 
the Commission.

. slightest intimation to Ulster, and that

SIR J. CRAIG’S POSITION, 


He read with grave anxiety the speech of 
Sir James Craig the other day. The Prime 
Minister of Northern Ireland was not a man 
who spoke without weighing his words. He 
had been given an almost impossible task. 
Sir James Craig loved Ulster more than any 
man he (Lord Carson) had ever come across. 
He had taken many risks to his own life, and 
had very often been thwarted in his efforts. 
But he was still anxious to go on in the in- 
terests of his own province, of Great Britain, 
aid of the Empire. Sir James had said that 
if any attempt were to be made behind the 
back of Ulster to filch away territory which he 
undertook to govern at the request of the 
Imperial Parliament he would feel it is duty 
to resign his office as Prime Minister. . 

Lord Carson said that he could conceive no 
situation more terrible than that which would 
be created in Northern Ireland. Sir James 
Craic’s Government would go, and no Go- 
vernment could be formed to take its place. 
When Sir James Craig said that it would be 
his duty to put himself at the head of his 
people. who trusted him, he (Lord Carson) 
thought that he was right. ‘If. that came: 
about, he hoped ‘their lordships would appre- 
ciate what it would mean if the Im rial ar- 
liament came into conflict with the Parlia- 
ment it had created. 

There was no precedent for treating any 
Parliament in such a way. It was a new de- 
varture, and he did not believe that it should 
be allowed to go on, as it would only lead to

tie only way to do this thing,” added 
Lord Carson, “is by consent. Coercion will 
fail as sure as we are sitting here. You can- 
pot coerce a people whom you yourselves have 
put in this position.

MISCHIEVOUS EFFECT. 

The Earl of Mayo said that if Lord Carson 
a division. he would certainly vote 
against the amendment, which seemed to him 
to lead to nothing at all. The bill had 
received a second reading, and to put for- 
«ard an amendment which would absolutely 
wreck it went beyong anythind he had known, 
He could not see the object of Lord Carson s 
amendment. and he could conceive nothing 
which would have a more mischievous effect 
en both sides of the border. He wished to 
thank the members of the Labour Government 
for the civility and courtesy he had always 
experienced from them. 

lord Arnold, speaking for the Goveramen-, 
said that the House thought fit on the second 
reading of the bill to insert an amendment 
the effect of which was to make it patent to 
the country that the, wished to avoid making 
an effective change in the bill.

on the assumption that under normal condi- 
tidns. the contributions would balance the ex- 
penditure on benefits.

« CAUSES OF LIABILITY. 


The. additional liability had resulted from 
two causes. First, the deplorable conditions 
of one of our staple industries, and, secondly, 
the ‘additional benefits which were granted to 
the unemployed by the Act of the Imperial 
Parliament of the 14th August. That Act 
increased the benefit, to men and women by 
Ss., and doubled the benefit, to dependents. 

It might be some information to the House, 
therefore, if he stated that the present income 
from benefits of an average family of a man 
and his wife and three children ,was 
20s. per week. The payment of 
continuous .uncovenanted benefit also had 
its effect in increasing the total weekly 
liability of the fund to its members. It was 
calculated by the British Minister that addi- 
tional benefits could. be secured to the mem- 
bers of the British fund without injuring its 
solvency, and it was expected that by 1926 
the . debit on that fund, which was to-day 
in the region. of. £6,000,000, would be repaid. 
He was aftaid that Northern Ireland could 
not. retkon on any such good fortune ‘n 
respect of their own fund, and it was because 
of this that they were taking such strong 
measures to bring home to ‘the Imperial 
authority its responsibility to them. . They 
had always been hoping that industrial con- 
ditions would improve, but he could not see 
that at» present any other. policy could be 
pursued than to continue to exercise pressure 
upon the Imperial Government to merge their 
fund into the general unemployment insurance 
scheme of. the whole couniry. :

- When, they came to the main bill 
next week, the Unemployment Insurance Bill, 
its consideration would be much helped by 
the statement made by the Minister of 
Finance.

ARMAGH SYNOD. - 


GOOD SUPPORT FOR | 
CHURCH FUNDS. 


The. annual meeting of the Armagh 
Diocesan Synod was held yesterday in the 
Alexander Synod Hall, Armagh. 

The Primate opened his address to the 
Synod with a reference to the losses which 
the diocese and the Synod had sustained 
during the year by the death of Dean 
McClintock, Archdeacon Hobson, the Rev. 
Charles Faris, Dr. Gray, and Dr. Dougan; 
and afterwards gave a hearty welcome to the 
new Dean and the new Archdeacon. 

Dealing with the report of the Diocesan 
Council, the Primate said that it was a 
dooument of special interest in some respects. 
At a time of great stress, while the country 

been suffering from the effects of a suc- 
cession of very severe seasons, with the losses 
that they entailed, while the depression in 
nearly all branches of industry continued, 
rt given by their people to their 
Church had been splendidly maintained. It 
was very wonderful to find that the amount 
of balances due by the parishes at the end 
of 1923 was only £156, as against £225 at 
the end of the previous year, and that the 
figure had fallen to £9 at the end of last 
July. Also, they read that the contributions 
under the augmentation scheme had been well 
maintained, The fund showed a balance on 
the right side. Thy were justified, he 
thought, in recognising in these figures a 
proof of the extent to which the members 
of the Church of Ireland throughout that 
diocese prized h-r ministrations. 

TRUSTEES. 

The Primate referred next to the statement 


-in the report of the Diocesan Council, to the 


effect that a body had been incorporated 
under the Companies (Consolidation) Act, 
1908, under the titl: of “ Church of Ireland 
Trustees,’’ with domicile in Northern Ireland, 
for the purpose of lLolding Church moneys 
and other property, and said that it ‘was 
impossible that such changes as had taken 
place in the country could be without a re- 
action on their, administrative and financial 
organisation. ey all knew something of 
the magnificent! work which the Representa- 
tive Church Body had done in the past, and 
continued to do, for the whole Church, North 
and South; but the Representative Body bad 
never been the sole trustee ff their Church 
roperty. The Church of Ireland Trustees 
formed an incorpc ted body, and were ao!e 
to hold al sorts of property. They had 
already been able to hold secure for the 
Church of Ireland large sums which might 
have been lost to it, for there were some 
donors who preferred that money intended 
for the tse of the Church in Northern Treland 
should be vested in a body incorporated 
there. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Lenox-Conyngham was 
elected lay member of the Representative 
Body, in place of Sir J. H. Stronge, Bart., 
resigned 

The Primate said that it was a matter of 
deep regret to the whole Church of Ireland 
that Sir James Stronge found it impossible to 
continue to be their representative on the 
Representative Church Body. No one had 
done more for the Diocese of Armagh, for 
never was a representati more representa- 
tive of the diocese than was Sir James 
Stronge.. (Hear, hear.) He would, however, 
contimue to take a deep and practical interest 
in the affairs of the Diocese of Armagh. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

DIOCESAN COUNCIL’S REPORT. 

The report of the Diocesan Council showed 
that the total capital of the diocesan scheme 
on the 3lst December, 1923, was £175,236 
4s. 6d. “The estimated annual income, as on 
the ist January, 1924 amounted to £6,816 
lds. 1d., and the estimated expenditure £6,406 
5s. 1d., leaving a balance to credit of £410 8s., 
which was chargeable with items amounting 
to £109 1s. 10d. The augmentation scheme 
had been well maintained during the year, and 
showed a balance to credit of £2,897 10s. 2d. 
Of this, however, £2,869 8s. 3d. was parochial! 
payments in advance for 1924, and only £28 
ls. 11d. represented the diocesan balance. The 
total capital of the General Diocesan Fund 
was £9,980 4s. 7d. Payments to clergymen 
from the, Diocesan Superannuation Fund 
amounted to £395 Os. 11d. in 1923. Of (fis, 
£308 5s..5d. was paid in augmentation of re- 
tiring annuities granted by the Representative 
Body, and £86. 15s. 6d. for temporary duty 
during illness. In addition, £2, Qs. was 
paid from the Central Fund in respect of retir- 
ing annuities. The capital of the commutation 
account amounted to £9,620 12s. Od 
The Archdeacon of Armagh, who moved that 
the report be considered, said that the »um- 
ber of parishes that were not able to pay the 
minimum stipend had decreased from 35 to 26 
during the year. This was partly due to 
amalgamation. It was hoped still further to 
reduce the number. Taking the report all 
round, he thought that it was as good a report 
as they could hope to have, considering the 
considerable trade depression, the large num- 
ber of unemployed, the bad season and worse 
prices for the farmers, the considerable politi- 
cal unrest and uncertainty, and the still very 
high cost of living.

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STORAGE OF POTATOES. 
- t—— 
DEPARTMENT’S ADVICE. 
Ia view of the wet- weather recently ex- 
perienced in many parts of the country, the 
Department of Agriculture direct the special 
attention of farmers and others to the neces- 
sity for the exercise of the greatest care in 
the lifting and storage of this year's potato 
crop. When. being lifted, or shortly after- 
wards, potatoes should be carefully picked 
and graded, and all diseased tubers should 
be removed from the others and put away for 
pig or poultry feeding. Every effort should 
made to get potatoes pitted, or otherwise 
stored in as dry a condition as possible. 


— 


| Where potatoes are stored in pits or clamps 


out of doors—and this is the method adopted 
with the bulk of the crop not required for 
seed—the pit or clamp should be situated on 
the driest ground available. Low-lying damp 
land subject to flooding and sheltered 
places in the vicinity of trees, are most un- 
suitable positions for pits. ) 

Potato pits should be not more than three 
feet wide at the bottom, gradually tapering 
to a width of a few inches at a height of 
about two-and-a-half feet. On very dry land 
the pit bottom may be hollowed slightly, but 
the best results are obtained when the pit is 
made on level ground. When the pit is made 
up it should be covered with a layer of from 
four to six inches of dry straw, which in 
turn should be covered with a layer of sail of 
similar depth. Provision for ventilation—to 
prevent: the disease known as ‘‘ pit rot '— 
should be made by inserting small bundles of 
straw at intervals of from five to six feet 
along the top of the pit. .To avoid loss 
through decay potatoes stored in pits should 
be periodically examined, and all diseased 
tubers removed. 

Potato stalks should not be used for cover- 
ing potato pits. Experiments conducted some 
years ago by the Department showed that 
direct contact between tubers and blighted 
foliage was a fruitful cause of storage rot in 
potatoes. For this reason, the practice of 
covering potatoes with potato stalks while 
lying in the field is also to be avoided. 

Houses in which potatoes are stored should 
be thoroughly dry, well ventilated; and, if 

ssible, should be made rat and mouse proof. 

o prevent heating and sprouting the layers 
of potatoes should not be more than three 
feet in depth. To exclude light, exposure to 
which injures cooking quality, and as a pro- 
tection against frost, potatoes so stored 
should be covered with straw or sacking.
